Mr. Stanton was equally declded as to
the impolicy of the step, General Halleek waa
called in and opposed the mepsure very earnestly,
Finally Mr, Lincoln sald he dld not feel at lbeérty to
interfere, but he would like to have the order ahow
that he was not the frst mover in the matter, Gene-
ral Halleek then drew an order cavering the cnse
though not placing the entire responsibllity upon
General Grant,

Upon seving this Mr. Stanton dirceted b to bhe
changed, to rend 86 as 1o show that it was done by
the special request of the Goneral-in-Chief, and
nelther Mr, Lincoln nor Mr. Stanton wore willlng to
go before the country on anything less than that,
Goenernl Halleck felt that o great military mistake
and outrage was bolng committed, and thaf, o some
winy, 1t sliould be prevented,

The conference over the matter was a long and
earnest one, At length General Halleek asked Mr,
Stanton if he would :.-{mrt him for disobedience of
orders if he showld delay the publication of this par-
tiular one for a few days. Mr. Stanton sald he
would not.  General Halleck pocketed the order, A
few doys after, Genernl Thomps had completed his
preparations, moved upon the Rebels, and defeated
then disastrously, As it is well known, the order, 80
Jnuch tulked of slnce, was never issnod,

It has been the recelved opinfon thay Genera) Logan
was the oflcer designated by General Grant to super-
sede General Thomag, This It seems 18 a4 mistake.
According to General Halleek, the request of Gene-
ral Grant ulso specitied General Schotleld as the soc-
cessor, and the orderas inally written did designate
him for the plice. e name of Generil Logan did
not at any tlme come up In connection with the
change, elther o the part of Grant or of the autho-
ritles in Washington, nor was General Schofield
aware of the reguest made by Grant.  General
Thomas' army of Flends—larger now by many times
than the great army he commanded—will read this
with lnterest,

Since General Sheridan rode down to Winchester,
LIS donbitiul whether he hos ridden faster than when
lie was driven inn special stage a few days since
from Deseret, on the milroad, to Salt Lake City.
With three members of s gtad and Governor Camp-
bell of Wyoming, he had met the party of Mr, Wade
and Senator Conkling, and both parties, each making
a stage load, sturted for Salt Lake. The distance
wns twenty-clght miles, the day hot, the road half
mountainous, half plain, all rough, and for the most
part dusty. Wells, Fargo & Co, send out their
stages under orders, 'The trips aré to ocoupy ex-
actly so much time, And no express train is more
regular, perils of  mountadns and ditches, of
course, exeepted, Mr, Wade's party started first
The second stoge wag not qulte ready, The orders
a5 to time were to come with . Meantime our
driver was to push matters. He pughed them, The
first three hundred yards was over a tield now hard
us stone, but once furrowad by the plow, The route,
it may with propricty be sald, lay directly across the
waver, IHow that geod stage rode them it I8 hard
to relate, thongh it |8 impossible to forget. We had
thns bounded over plain, had erossed moun-
